No person shall be a senator who shall not have at- 
tained the age of twenty-four years of age and who shall not be a citizen of 
the United States and who shall not (for at least twelve months next pre- 
ceding his election) have resided within the county or district in which he 
shall be elected.” 


The matter to be resolved by the committee was, “Did Senator-elect 
Shaw meet the qualifications as to residence?” 


That Senator-elect James N. Shaw and Senator Roswell Anderson 
appeared and gave oral statements to the committee and presented the 
following documentary evidence: 


1. A certified, photostatic copy of Dawson county oath of elector. 


2.. A certified, photostatic copy of Dawson county 1960 county assess- 
ment list. 


3. A certified, photostatic copy of the Dawson county summons for 
trial jurors for the January term, 1955. 


4. A certified, photostatic copy of jury list for the case of State of 
Montana v. Carl Twedt, tried in Dawson county, February 1, 1955. 
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5. A certified, photostatic copy of report of Dawson county clerk and 
recorder of warrants to jurors during February, 1955. 


6. Letter of Kenneth L. Haag, attorney at law, Glendive, Montana, 
dated January 8, 1961, addressed to Lt. Governor Tim Babcock. 


It is the finding of your committee that: 


1. James N. Shaw registered to vote in Dawson county on September 
22, 1950, and has apparently voted in precinct No. 15 of Dawson county since 
that date. 


2. That James N. Shaw purchased a ranch near Hodges, Dawson 
county, Montana, in 1950, on which property is located a house, to which 
he moved and thereby established residence. The title to this land was in 
1957 transferred to a family corporation known as “7C, inc.’’, of which he 
is the secretary-treasurer. That the principal place of business of said 
corporation is Wibaux, Wibaux county, Montana. 


3. That the Senator-elect was summoned and served as a juror in 
the January, 1955, jury term of Dawson county, Montana. 


4. That the 1960 assessment list for Dawson county reveals that the 
Senator-elect was assessed with 10 sheep, assessed at $90.00, and improve- 
ments on real estate, assessed at $300.00. That said assessment list shows 
no household, machinery or other personal property as being assessed. 


5. That the minimum R.E. A. electric rate is paid on the house near 
Hodges. 


6. The insurance policy on the house near Hodges discloses same to 
be vacant. That said policy was transferred by the former owner to the 
Senator-elect and renewed by him. 


7. That said house is listed as vacant on the Dawson county reclassi- 
fication list made July, 1959. 


8. That James N. Shaw is a single man, aged 35, belongs to the Ma- 
sonic Lodge and American Legion Post, both at Wibaux, Wibaux county, 
is a member of the Episcopal Church at Glendive, Dawson county, Mon- 
tana, and the Dawson County Farm Bureau. 


9. That the home of Paul N. Shaw and Alta M. Shaw, his parents, is 
in Wibaux county. That the Senator-elect much of the time eats, sleeps 
and otherwise lives with his parents. That occasionally he stays at the 
house near Hodges in Dawson county for the purpose of tending livestock, 
belonging to the corporation. 


10. That Paul N. Shaw has been a candidate for state representative 
from Wibaux county in the primary elections of 1958 and 1960. 


11. That the mailing address of the Senator-elect and his parents is 
Hodges, Montana, as it is much closer and more convenient than Wibaux. 


12. That the intent of the Senator-elect is, and has been, to be a 
resident of Dawson county. 


13. That his actions during the 12 months immediately preceding his 
election were such as to cause doubts in the minds of some people that he 
was actually living in Dawson county. 


14. That no protest was made of his qualifications for the office of 
Senator from Dawson county until the Senate Democratic caucus of the 
evening of January 1, 1961. 


15. That residence, being a matter of intention, is a very difficult fact 
to prove or disprove, and this being a unique and unusual factual situation, 
such question should be resolved in favor of the Senator-elect. 
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We, therefore, recommend, that James N. Shaw be sworn and seated 
as a member of the Senate.

. Introduced by Committee on Rules. 
Be it Resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana: 
That Senate Rule IV, Subsection 4 be amended to read as follows: 


“4, Correct and Report Errors. The Secretary may, in all proper 
cases, correct any mere clerical error in any Senate bill, such as errors 
in orthography, adding the enacting clause to a bill, when such has been 
omitted, and all mistakes in numbering sections and reference thereto, 
whether such mistakes occur in the original bill, or are caused by amend- 
ments made thereto, adding or deleting underlining or “(matter deleted)” 
to conform with Joint Rule No. 11; and the Secretary may, in the instances 
when a bill contains a copy of existing statutes, correct the wording and 
punctuation of the bill in order to accurately conform the bill to the 
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statute copied and the Secretary may properly cite the statute if the 
same is not correctly cited in the bill, provided such corrections shall not 
be made after engrossment, except by order of the Senate. No corrections 
other than such as are authorized by this rule, shall be made at any time 
by the Secretary, unless upon order of the Senate.” 

Be It Further Resolved by the Senate of the State of Montana: 


That Senate Rule X, Subsections 11 and 18 be amended to read as 
follows, effective after adjournment of the 37th Legislative Assembly: 


“11. Engrossing Bills. Effective from and after adjournment of 
the 37th Legislative Assembly, all Senate bills, joint resolutions and joint 
memorials shall be engrossed.

“An act providing that seven and one-half percent (74%%) of the state 
highway fund shall be distributed to the incorporated cities and towns of 
the state on a population basis and seven and one-half percent (742%) shall 
be distributed to the counties of the state on an area basis, and amending 
section 84-1812, R.C. M. 1947.”

Senate Bill No. 185, introduced by McGowan, Goodwin: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to provide for the distribution of fines collected by 
district courts for the unlawful operation of motor vehicles by children 
under the age of eighteen (18) years; providing for time of such distribu- 
tion; repealing all acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to 
Committee on Judiciary. 


Senate Bill No. 186, introduced by Hibbs and Mahoney: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to authorize the Public Service Commission of Mon- 
tana to regulate and supervise the issuance of securities by public utilities 
furnishing electric or gas service in Montana; to specify the purposes for 
which such securities may be issued; to provide for notice of and hearing 
upon applications for the issuance of such securities; to specify the grounds 
upon which such applications may be denied; providing for the prompt dis- 
position of such applications; specifying what securities may be issued 
without order of the commission; providing that securities issued after 
the effective date of this act without approval of the commission shall be 
void; providing that nothing in this act shali be construed to imply any 
guarantee or obligation on the part of the State of Montana in respect of 
any such securities and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with.” Referred to Committee on Judiciary. 


Senate Bill No. 187, introduced by Dussault by request: A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend section 84-301, R.C.M. 1947, as amended 
by section 1, chapter 45, Laws of 1951, section 1, chapter 178, Laws of 
1951, section 1, chapter 88, Laws of 1957; relating to classification of prop- 
erty for taxation; providing for addition to class five of all land with im- 
provements upon which a dwelling house stands recorded in the name of 
a cooperative association or non-profit corporation organized under the 
laws of Montana inhabited eight or more months of the year by a living 
group whose every member is duly registered for academic instruction at 
a unit of the University of Montana; providing a repealing clause and an 
effective date.” Referred to Committee on Taxation. 


Senate Bill No. 188, introduced by Rostad, Brenner, Grieve, Beley: A 
bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend section 26-104 of the Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended by section 1 of chapter 96, Session 
Laws of Montana, 1959, relating to the powers and duties of the Montana 
state fish and game commission; providing that said commission shall have 
authority to purchase lands or waters after authority and approval thereof 
by the board of county commissioners of the county of the State of Mon- 
tana wherein such land or waters are purchased; and to amend section 
26-1403 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to cooperative 
agreements on federally-owned land by the said commission with the ap- 
proval of the governor; providing that said commission may acquire by 
purchase land or waters in the State of Montana after approval and auth- 
ority of the board of county commissioners of the State of Montana of the 
county wherein the land or waters are purchased; providing for an effective 
date of this act; and containing a repealing clause.” Referred to Commit- 
tee on Fish and Game. 


Senate Bill No. 189, introduced by Groff, Keller: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act relating to the responsibility of architects employed to de- 
sign public buildings; providing for the execution of performance bonds 
by such architects; providing that the architects contract of employment 
shall include provision for performance of certain services; and providing 
that a defect in a public building not caused by an act of God is prima 
facie evidence that the architect did not faithfully perform the provisions 
of his contract.” Referred to Committee on State Administration. 
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Senate Bill No. 190, introduced by McKenna (Fergus), and Durkee: A 
bill for an act entitled: “An act relating to salaries of county officers;

Senate Bill No. 192, introduced by Anderson: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend section 24-188 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
as amended by chapter 55, Laws of Montana, 1951, relating to the duties 
of owners of poles and wires upon notice being given by the person, firm or 
corporation of intention to move any house, building, derrick or other struc- 
ture, and repealing all acts or parts of acts in conflict therewith.” Referred 
to Committee on Judiciary. 


Senate Bill No. 198, introduced by McGowan: A bill for an act en- 
titled: “An act to authorize the state board of equalization to acquire 
additional information reports on payments to non-residents not subject 
to state income tax withholding and authorizing the board to adopt rules 
and regulations requiring the filing of such reports; to provide that the 
board may order additional withholdings on certain other payments upon 
finding such action necessary to insure collection of Montana state in- 
come taxes upon income of nonresidents; to provide for the method of 
collection and payment of amounts withheld; to provide for and define 
the duties of withholding agents under the act and penalties for failure 
of such agents to withhold or pay; and to provide additional powers and 
duties of the state board of equalization under this act, by amending 
sections 84-4903.2, 84-4903.5, and 84-4903.7, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, as enacted by sections 2, 5 and 7 of chapter 208, Session Laws of 
1959, and providing a saving clause.”

Every bill, joint resolu- 
tion or joint memorial requiring the signature of the Governor, shall re- 
ceive three several readings previous to its passage, and the President shall 
give notice of each reading, whether it be the first, second, or third read- 
ing; provided that all bills, joint resolutions and joint memorials (matter 
deleted) must be posted on the Calendar for third reading, on the day 
they are reported correctly engrossed by the Bills lyasins for considera- 
tion on the succeeding legislative day.”

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 8 
Introduced by Committee on Rules 


Be It Resolved by the Senate and the House of Representatives of the 
State of Montana: 


THAT Joint Rule 20 of the Senate and House of Representatives be 
amended to read as follows: 


“No. 20. (matter deleted) Form of Bills. Bills, joint resolutions and 
joint memorials introduced shall be typewritten on paper eight and one- 
half by thirteen inches with numbered lines, and shall be in quadruplicate. 
Pica type and a good black ribbon must be used. All bills, joint resolutions 
and joint memorials introduced shall be numbered at the foot of each page 
and shall have white covers of a substantial material. Bills proposing 
amendments to existing statutes shall indicate the matter to be stricken 
out with a line through the words or part to be deleted, and all new matter 
with underscoring of the part inserted. 


No bill, except general appropriation bills, and bills for the codifica- 
tion and general revision of the laws, shall contain more than one subject, 
which shall be clearly expressed in the title; and no bill shall be so altered 
or amended on its passage through either house as to change its original 
purpose. The enacting clause of every bill shall be as follows: ‘Be it en- 
acted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana’.”’ 


THAT Joint Rule No. 11 be amended to read as follows: 


“No. 11. Enrollment of Bills—when a bill has passed both Houses, 
the Enrolling Clerk of the House in which it originated shall cause to be 
made an original and four duplicate typewritten copies of the bill as the 
same was engrossed, together with its history, free from all corrections, 
erasures, interlineations, defects in orthography, (matter deleted) all mat- 
ter stricken out with a line through the words or part to be deleted, and 
all other clerical inaccuracies, provided, however, that the date of final 
enrollment may be stamped on the bill. In all bills containing amendments 
to existing statutes, the new parts shall be designated by underlining; the 
typewriting shall be done with a black record ribbon, pica or elite type, up- 
on a plain linen finished paper, size 8% inches wide and 13 inches long; 
paper to weigh sixteen pounds to the ream, with a margin of two inches at 
the top and one inch on each side, thirty lines of type to the page, but lines 
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not numbered, and the bill shall be covered with white manuscript cover, 
upon which is written in capital letters the number and title. Three copies 
shall accompany the original through both Houses and to the Governor, 
who shall, if approved, sign the original and one copy. The original bill 
and two copies shall be filed with the Secretary of State and the third copy 
shall be filed with the Clerk of the Supreme Court. The fourth copy shall 
be retained by the Chairman of the (matter deleted) Bills Committee until 
the conclusion of the session, when it shall be filed with the Secretary of 
State.”

Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. The legislative assembly in order to insure continuity of 
state and local governmental operations in a period of emergency resulting 
from a disaster caused by enemy attack or other calamity, may enact laws: 


_(1) To provide for prompt and temporary succession to the powers and 
dyes of elected and appointed public officers who are killed or incapaci- 
ated. 


(2) To adopt other measures that may be necessary to insure the con- 
tinuity of governmental operations. 


Such laws shall be effective only during the emergency that affects a 
particular office or governmental operation, and such laws may deviate 
from other provisions of the Montana constitution, including but not limited 
to the following sections: 


(1) Section 3, article X, seat of state government. 


(2) Section 2, article XVI, seat of county governments. 
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(3) Section 16, article VII, succession to governor. 

(4) Section 4, article XVI, vacancy on board of county commissioners. 
(5) Section 6, article XVI, other vacancies in county government. 

(6) Section 45, article V, vacancies in legislative assembly. 

(7) Section 11, article VII, special legislative sessions. 

(8) Section 5, article V, length of legislative session. 

(9) Section 10, article V, quorum to do business in each house. 

(10) Section 6, article XIX, location of county offices. 

(11) Section 1, article VII, duties of executive officers of state. 

(12) Section 7, article VII, appointments by governor. 


Section 2. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of the 
state of Montana as provided by law, there shall be printed on the ballot 
the full title and the first section of this act and the following words: 


“T] For the above amendment. 
“"] Against the above amendment.”

Senate Bill No. 67, having been read three several times, third time at 
length, and being a constitutional amendment is entered in full as follows: 


Senate Bill No. 67, introduced by Hibbs, Cumming, Durkee: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to submit to the qualified electors of Montana an 
amendment to the Constitution of Montana to eliminate the constituional 
status of justice of the peace courts, police courts and municipal courts of 
deleting certain specific references to such courts in the constitution by 
amending sections 8 and 23, article III and sections 1 and 34, article VIII 
and by repealing sections 20, 21, 22, 23 and 24, article VIII.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section 8, article III of the constitution of the state of Mon- 
tana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 8. Criminal offenses (matter deleted) shall, in all courts in- 
ferior to the district court, be prosecuted by complaint. All criminal ac- 
tions in the district court, except those on appeal, shall be prosecuted by 
information, after examination and commitment by a magistrate, or after 
leave granted by the court, or shall be prosecuted by indictment without 
such examination or commitment, or without such leave of the court. A 
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grand jury shall consist of seven persons, of whom five must concur to 
find an indictment. 


A grand jury shall only be drawn and summoned when the district 
judge shall, in his discretion, consider it necessary, and shall so order.” 


Section 2. Section 23, article III of the constitution of the state of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 28. The right of trial by jury shall be secured to all, and re- 
main inviolate, but in all civil cases and in all criminal cases not amount- 
ing to a felony, upon default of appearance, or by consent of the parties 
expressed in such manner as the law may prescribe, a trial by jury may 
be waived, or a trial had by any less number of jurors than the number 
provided by law. (matter deleted) In all civil actions and in all criminal 
cases not amounting to felony, two-thirds in number of the jury may ren- 
der a verdict, and such verdict so rendered shall have the same force and 
effect as if all jury concurred therein.” : 


Section 3. Section 1, article VIII of the constitution of the state of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. The judicial power of the state shall be vested in the senate 
sitting as a court of impeachment, in a supreme court, district courts, (mat- 
ter deleted) and such other (matter deleted) courts as the legislative as- 
sembly may establish (matter deleted).” 


Section 4. Section 34, article VIII of the constitution of the state of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 34. Vacancies in the office of justice of the supreme court, 
or judge of the district court, or clerk of the supreme court, shall be filled 
by appointment, by the governor of the state, and vacancies in the offices 
of county attorney, and clerk of the district court, (matter deleted) shall 
be filled by appointment, by the board of county commissioners of the 
county where such vacancy occurs. A person appointed to fill any such 
vacancy shall hold his office until the next general election and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. A person elected to fill a vacancy shall 
hold office until the expiration of the term for which the person he suc- 
ceeds was elected.” 


Section 5. Sections 20, 21, 22, 23, and 24, article VIII of the constitu- 
tion of the state of Montana are repealed. 


Section 6. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of the 
state of Montana as provided by law there shall be printed on the ballot 
the full title and the first five sections of this act and the following words: 


“C] For the above amendment and repeal 
[| Against the above amendment and repeal.”

At this time Senator Cashmore arose on the question of Personal Privi- 
lege by submitting the following report: 


“T arise on the question of Privilege. I do so because I have fears the 
press may be excluded from the Session called for at 2:15 today. 


“T have not spoken to the press, I wish to make my statement before 
the people of the press so that all the people of Montana will know. 


“The following statement prepared by Mrs. C. and myself. 


“T had a telephone call at my home at 7:20 Sunday evening, February 
5, 1961. 


“The voice said, “This is Jim Umber. There is a hearing on SB 139 at 
nine tomorrow morning. That Bill is no good, and if you don’t get off it, 
I am going to make a most vicious attack upon you and really take you 
apart. It will wreck you professionally and embarrass the entire medical 
profession. We are going to kill that Bill and take you with it. You did 
not write it and they are trying to make a fool of you.” 


“T said, “That is a good Bill for the little man and you know it. I have 
always been for him.” 


“Umber then said, “You get off that Bill for your own good.” 


“T said, “Maybe it is like a football game—you go in to win and you 
may get beaten up a lot in the process. If you think I have it coming go 
right ahead.” 


End of conversation. 


“Mrs. Cashmore was very, very much upset and so was I. I tried to 
contact the Lt. Governor but was unable to do so. The next morning I re- 
ported the phone call and threats to Sen. Nixon, the Majority Floor leader. 
Shortly after 1:00 p.m. in the presence of Sen. Goodwin, I had a conversa- 
tion with Mr. Umber, I said “Jim, why did you call me when you know very 
well, that I have always been for the little man, the working man, and 
my thoughts have been expressed to you. He said “‘They pushed me, I was 
under pressure, I said “Why did you threaten me, to viciously attack me 
and wreck me profesionally.” He said, “They were on my back and I had 
to do it.:’”’ He then said, “I am sorry.” Sen. Goodwin was there and heard 
all of this conversation.” 


“Now, you have heard the statement accurately written by Mrs. C. and 
myself, you may heard from Sen. Goodwin, from Broadwater. Sen. Nixon, 
the Majority leader was informed of the event Monday morning before 
the session began. This is no longer a question between Mr. Umber and 
me for he has already apologized to me. It is now a question between the 
Senate of Montana and Mr. Umber. 


“You are to decide what conduct is proper and what is not proper and 
whether a Senator may be threatened, intimidated and unduly influenced. 
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You are to decide what kind of men you want to run for public office and 
what effect the holding of a public office will have upon them. The honor 
of the Senate is at stake as I see it, I shall be glad to repeat all statements 
under oath if you so desire.” 


At the request of Senator Nixon, and without objection, the Senate 
was on Order of Business No. 11, Special Orders of the Day. 


SPECIAL ORDERS OF THE DAY 


The hour of 2:15 p.m. having arrived, the Senate proceeded to the 
Special Order of Business for this day which was the substitute motion of 
the Senator from Yellowstone made on February 8, 1961 which reads as 
follows: 


“That the President be authorized to appoint a committee to make 
suitable inquiry into this matter and be prepared to report to the Senate 
at the time suggested by the Senator from Liberty.” 


As a substitute motion, duly seconded, Senator Nixon moved that the 
above motion be amended as follows: 


“That the President be empowered to appoint a committee of seven 
members who, after having heard the statement relative to the point of 
personal privilege raised by the Senator from Yellowstone, will draft an 
appropriate resolution to be presented to the Senate for its consideration.” 


The amendment to the motion of the Senator from Yellowstone was 
unanimously adopted. 


Upon motion of Senator Nixon, duly seconded and unanimously car- 
ried, the motion of the Senator of Yellowstone as amended was adopted. 


Senator Nixon now brought the matter before the Senate of giving 
Mr. Jim Umber an opportunity to make a statement before the Senate 
without cross-examination if he so desired. Mr. Nixon requested that the 
Senate be off the record and out of the Journal, and that two Senators be 
appointed to escort Mr. Umber into the chamber. 


Senators Nixon and James escorted Mr. Umber to the rostrum. 


For the balance of the Special Orders of the Day, the Senate remained 
off the record and out of the Journal.

SENATE MEMORIAL NO. 3 


Introduced by Sagunsky, Harken, McDonnell, DeWolfe, Anderson, Cole, 
Manning, Mahoney, Michels, Reardon, Stein. 


A Memorial of the Senate of the State of Montana to the President 
of the United States, John F. Kennedy; the Congress of the United States; 
Senator Mike Mansfield of Montana; Senator Lee Metcalf of Montana; Con- 
gressman Arnold Olsen of Montana; Congressman James Battin of Mon- 
tana, and to the Administartor of the Bureau of Public Roads, Rex M. 
Whitton; requesting that the laws of the United States, and the regula- 
tions of the United States Bureau of Public Roads made thereunder be 
reviewed, amended and modified so as to provide for the elimination of 
standards of interstate highway construction which result in extravagance 
and waste, especially in the application of uniform standards to areas 
within states and areas of sparse densities of population, as well as to 
densely populated states and areas. 


WHEREAS, the United States Bureau of Public Roads, acting under 
and by virtue of the laws of the United States, relating to the construc- 
tion of an interstate highway system, have established highway construc- 
tion standards to be followed and met by all states in the construction of 
interstate highway projects; and 


WHEREAS, the aforesaid standards have been adopted for uniform 
application throughout the United States; and 


WHEREAS, such uniformity in application of such standards results 
in wasteful and extravagant construction and right of way requirements 
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when applied to states and areas of sparse densities of population, when 
aay standards are required only for states and areas of dense population; 
an. 


WHEREAS, such wasteful and extravagant requirements include, 
among others, the following: 


(a) Too extreme requirements for right of way widths beyond that 
area which is required for actual construction. 


(b) Requirements for four (4) foot parking strip along each side of 
the median of such highways; 


(c) Requirement for ten (10) foot parking strips along each of the 
outer edges of the traveled portions of such highways; 


(d) The construction and installation of illuminator poles along the 
outer edges of such highways; 


(e) The requirement of distances up to seventy-five (75) feet in the 
Tree of such highways between the two (2) ecpposite flowing traffic 
anes; 


__(f) Requirements that at grade approaches to two-lane interstate 
highways in rural areas, of little traffic flow, be limited to two (2) per 
mile on each side of a two-lane highway and to none on a four-lane high 
way. 


(g) Requirements and policies that four-lane interstate highways be 
constructed currently to serve forecast traffic demands of the future. 


(h) Other requirements of construction in right of way which are 
wasteful and extravagant by being of such a nature as to be inconsistent 
with the comparatively small amount of traffic being carried over such 
highways in states and areas of small densities of population; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: That the President of the United States, John F. 
Kennedy, the Congress of the United States, Senator Mike Mansfield of Mon- 
tana, Senator Lee Metcalf of Montana, Congressman Arnold Olsen of Mon- 
tana, Congressman James Battin of Montana, and the Administrator of the 
Bureau of Public Roads, Rex M. Whitton, be urged and requested to examine, 
change and modify the laws of the United States and the regulations made 
thereunder as to construction of the interstate highway system so as to real- 
istically set standards of highway construction with reference to the areas 
through which such highways pass with relation to the density of popula- 
tion in such areas and the amount of traffic being carried over such high- 
ways, so as to eliminate wasteful and extravagant requirements which 
may serve some purpose in areas of dense population, but which serve 
no logical purpose in states and areas of small densities of population 
and of comparatively small amounts of traffic flow; and that the follow- 
ing standards and requirements may be modified as indicated: 


(a) That too extreme requirements for right of way widths beyond 
that area which is required for actual construction be modified to limit- 
ing such right of way requirements to all that is actually needed for pur- 
poses of construction so as to insure that no acreages of land be left un- 
used for highway purposes and unavailable for other purposes. 


(b) That requirements for four (4) foot parking strips along each 
side of the median of such highways be eliminated in areas of sparse 
population or traffic flow so as to lessen construction costs and reduce 
right of way requirements. 


(c) That requirement for ten (10) foot parking strips along each of 
the outher edges of the traveled portions of such highways be eliminated 
or narrowed wherever the same serve no real purpose in areas of sparse 
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population or traffic flow so as to lessen construction costs and reduce 
right of way requirements. 


(d) That the construction and installation of illuminator poles along 
the outer edges of such highways be eliminated in areas of sparse popu- 
lation or traffic flow. 


(e) That the requirement of distances up to seventy-five (75) feet 
in the median of such highways between the two (2) opposite flowing 
traffic lanes be drastically narrowed so as to limit right of way require- 
ments. 


(f) Requirements that at grade approaches to two-lane interstate 
highways in rural areas, of little traffic flow, be limited to two (2) per 
mile on each side of a two-lane highway and to none on a four-lane high- 
way be relaxed to a more realistic and practical limitation in areas of 
sparse population or traffic flow. 


(g) Requirements and policies that four-lane interstate highways be 
constructed currently to serve forecast traffic demands of the future be 
modified so that no four-lane highways be constructed until the current 
traffic flow and demands justify their construction. 


(h) That other requirements of construction in right of way which 
are wasteful and extravagant by being of such a nature as to be incon- 
sistent with the comparatively small amount of traffic being carried over 
such highways in states and areas of small densities of population be modi- 
fied or abandoned in the interests of economy and the lessening of local 
private injury.

This amendment shall become effective July 1, 1963.”

A resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana to the Congress of the 
United States; Senator Mike Mansfield of Montana; Senator Lee Met- 
calf of Montana; Congressman Arnold Olsen of Montana; Congress- 
man James Battin of Montana; the committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce of the United States Senate; the committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce of the United States House of Representativs; the 
Interstate Commerce Commission; opposing the merger of the North- 
ern Pacific, the Great Northern, the Burlington and the Spokane, 
Portland and Seattle railroads. 


WHEREAS, the Northern Pacific, Great Northern, Burlington and 
Spokane, Portland and Seattle railroads are proposing a merger of the four

WHEREAS, such merger would result in sharply reduced service to 
many cities, towns and communities along the present lines of these rail- 
roads in the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, the proposed merger would tend to create a virtual 
monopoly on railroad freight service within the State of Montana; and 
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WHEREAS, the railroads involved are highly solvent and rank among 
the top railroads in the nation in profits in the last year so that there is 
no economic justification for the proposed merger; and 


WHEREAS, one of the railroads involved, the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way, has benefited from grants of vast acreages of public domain land 
as an inducement to construct its railway and to provide service for the 
people of the west, which lands have and are producing oil, gas, and tim- 
ber in very profitable quantities, and 


WHEREAS, the proposed merger would result in the loss of employ- 
ment by hundreds of Montana people; and 


WHEREAS, the said proposed merger would inevitably result in 
greatly decreased tax revenue to the State of Montana and would jeopard- 
ize the continued operation of the counties, cities, towns and school dis- 
tricts; and 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Thirty-seventh Legis- 
lative Assembly of Montana of 1961, now in session, that we oppose in its 
entirety the proposal to merge the Northern Pacific, the Great Northern, 
the Burlington and the Spokane, Portland and Seattle railroads; and

full trailers, said fees to be based on total gross weight and not the num-

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
J. B. BOURASSA 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret that the members of the Thirty- 
seventh Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing 
of former Senator J. B. Bourassa. 


Senator Bourassa was born on the 24th day of June, 1895, at St. John, 
North Dakota, the son of the late Horace and Delia Bourassa. As a child 
he moved with his parents to a homestead in Daniels County, Montana, 
where he lived the greater portion of his life. 


In 1921 he was united in marriage to the former Aurora J. Lauzon, 
who survives him. Of this marriage there was born three sons and three 
daughters, Lyle Bourassa of Helena, Montana, Jean Bourassa of Albu- 
querque, New Mexico, Omer Bourassa of Sparks, Nevada, Anette Mitchke 
of Salt Lake City, Utah, Eileen Schagunn of Poplar, Montana, and Delia 
Osborne of Helena, Montana, all of whom survive him. 


Senator Bourassa served as Daniels County Commissioner from 1933 
to 1939. During his term of office in this responsible position his judg- 
ment and decisions reflected with fairness and justice the serious prob- 
lems confronting his county and state during this critical period. 


Senator Bourassa served as a State Representative representing Dan- 
iels County, Montana, in the Legislative Session of 1943, and as a State 
Senator representing Daniels County, Montana, in the Legislative Ses- 
sions of 1945 and 1947. 


Senator Bourassa for approximately a year and a half served as a 
liquor inspector, working out of Miles City, for the Montana State Liquor 
Control Board. In 1950 he became chief field agent for the Montana State 
Land Department, working there until 1954. From that time until his 
death he continued to work in behalf of Montana agriculture. During the 
time of his public service he maintained ownership and interest in his 
homestead in the Flaxville community of Daniels County. 


J. B. Bourassa was a lifelong friend and a champion of the Montana 
family farmers and wage earners. He was doing outstanding work for 
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agriculture as a legislative coordinator. In his work with people in the 
ranks of labor he had won profound respect and confidence. As a County 
Commissioner, State Representative, State Senator and State Land De- 
partment official, he had acquired an intimate knowledge of government. 
His many years as a farmer and a public official had given him a keen 
insight into people and their problems. Few individuals knew so many 
people in the state as well as ‘J. B.’ 


We, of the Senate of the Thirty-seventh Legislative Assembly, could 
well adopt the well chosen words above of one of our departed members, 
and add that, as a Senator, J. B. Bourassa had a keen insight into the 
problems confronting the people of Daniels County and of Montana, and 
unselfishly gave much of his time, energies and labor to the solution of 
those problems.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
WILLIAM M. RUFFCORN 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members 
of the Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-seventh Legislative 
Assembly record the passing of William M. Ruffcorn, a distinguished 
and former member of this body, on the 18th day of November, 1960, at 
the age of seventy-nine years. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding and dis- 
tinguished record and accomplishments of the late Senator William M. 
Ruffcorn be placed on record in this assembly, and the following facts 
relative to his career are hereby noted: 


Senator Ruffcorn was born in Ashland, Ohio, on March 10, 1881, 
one of five boys in his family. He grew up in Crestin, Iowa, and grad- 
uated from high school there. He was a great individualist, and this 
spirit drove him to learning all he could about the world of which he 
was a part. He made his own way in obtaining his education, and grad- 
uated from the University of Chicago and received his law degree from 
Yale University Law School in 1909. He was admitted to the bars of the 
states of Nevada, Iowa and Montana. He served as deputy county attor- 
ney of Valley County, Montana. 


In 1912 in Chicago, Illinois, he was united in marriage to Marion 
Kellogg, who survives him. Of this union there was born two daughters, 
Mrs. George Armstrong of Great Falls, Montana, and Mrs. John Fremon 
of Whittier, California, who survive him. 


Senator Ruffcorn made an outstanding record during his legislative 
career, and served and represented his beloved Valley County in the 
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House of Representatives of the State of Montana during the legislative 
session of 1923, the extraordinary session of 1924, and in 1925, and in 
the Senate of the State of Montana during the legislative sessions of 
1927, 1929, 1931, 1983, and in the extraordinary session of 1933-1934, for a 
total tenure of twelve years. Senator Ruffcorn served as the Republican 
majority floor leader in the House of Representatives of Montana, and 
Be legal advisor to the Montana State Senate during its Twenty-sixth 
ession. 


From 1934 to 1935 Senator Ruffcorn served as the Montana State 
Administrator of Relief. 


During his twelve years in the Montana State Legislature, Senator 
Ruffeorn worked diligently to secure the approval of the construction 
of Fort Peck Dam, and for the establishment of the North Montana Col- 
lege. Shortly before his death, he established the William Ruffcorn 
Foundation Trust Fund, which provides scholarships to the North Mon- 
tana College for worthy Valley County students. For some time he had 
presented each newborn baby of Valley County a beginning savings ac- 
count to help in achieving higher education when youth was ready for it. 
He awarded cash prizes to graduating seniors for the best essays on the 
subject of “Values of College Education.” 


Senator Ruffcorn was tremendously interested in education. His edu- 
cation had opened for him vast fields of life and understanding that would 
have otherwise been largely unknown to him. He prepared himself that 
he might be of better use in this world, of better service. He had a 
philosophy of life—his philosophy seemed to be that a man could stretch 
himself to the utmost limits of his abilities in order to be of better service 
to others, and to encourage others to do the same. This meant happiness 
for him and for others. ; 


Senator Ruffcorn belonged to both the Odd Fellows and Rebekah 
Lodges, and was a member of the First Methodist Church.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
EH. F. McQUITTY 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-seventh Legislative Assembly 
record the passing of E. F. “Dick” McQuitty, a distinguished and former 
member of this body, on the 25th day of November 1960, at Harlowton, 
Montana, at the age of eighty-two years. His passing was noted with deep 
regret both by the residents of his own county and by those throughout the 
state who learned to know him and respect him. 
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WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records and 
accomplishments of the late Senator E. F. McQuitty be placed on record in 
this Assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


Senator E. F. McQuitty was born in a log cabin near Columbia, Mis- 
souri, on the 15th day of June 1878, the son of James D. and Anna Muriah 
(Dysart) McQuitty. Prior to coming to Montana from Missouri, Senator 
McQuitty did railroad and construction work in Missouri, Arkansas and 
Illinois. He attended the University of Missouri for two years and was a 
member of the football team. He came to Montana with his brother I. S. 
“Mac” McQuitty in 1906 and engaged in the construction of the Milwaukee 
Railroad bed. He and his brother also engaged in the mercantile business 
in Harlowton, Montana, and ranched on the Mauws ranch on Careless Creek 
and on the Cameron and Taylor ranches on Cameron and Swimming Woman. 


Senator E. F. McQuitty was elected County Commissioner of Wheat- 
land County, Montana, and also served as mayor and on the school board. 
He was first elected to the Montana State Senate in 1939 and served there- 
after for a period of sixteen years. At the time of his resignation from the 
Montana State Senate in 1956 because of ill health, he had the longest con- 
tinuous service in the Senate. He was noted as an authority on the finance 
and budget problems of the state and served as chairman of the Senate 
Printing Committee. Dick McQuitty, in his long service in the Legislature, 
contributed much to the state’s growth and improvement and represented 
his county ably and well. 


Senator E. F. McQuitty was known for his local philanthropy. He, to- 
gether with his brother, made possible the building of “McQuitty Football 
Field” in Harlowton, Montana, in 1950, and later contributed generously to 
the acquisition of the lighting system for the field. He retained his interest 
throughout his life in the game of football, and was a devoted Harlowton 
Engineers fan. 


Senator E. F. McQuitty was a pastmaster of the Masonic Lodge, and 
an active worker in the Chamber of Commerce and Kiwanis Club for many 
years. He was worthy patron of the Eastern Star many times. 


Senator E. F. McQuitty had given much of his talents to others during 
his distinguished lifetime. He had not shirked his responsibilities and has 
left Harlowton, his county and his state and nation richer for having been 
there. He championed the cause of good government and fought strenuously 
for what was right, just and holy. Young and old alike mourn his demise, 
for Cee a aes to countless people during his lifetime were many and 
manifold. 


Senator E. F. McQuitty never married. He is survived by a cousin, 
Frannie McQuitty Ellis of Marino, lowa, and cousins William Dysart of 
Harlowton, Montana, and Mrs. Robert Berkeley of Great Falls, Montana, 
and other cousins in Missouri.

WHEREAS, Senator H. Clay Groff was first elected to the House of 
Representatives of the State of Montana in 1909, representing Ravalli Coun- 
ty, Montana on the Democratic ticket. During his first term in the legis- 
lature, Senator Groff served as chairman of the Committee on Horticulture, 
and was a member of the following committees: Education, Labor, Dairying 
and the House employees. Senator Groff was first elected to the Montana 
State Senate in 1911, representing Ravalli County, Montana on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. He served thereafter in the Senate in the legislatures of 
1913, 1985 and 1937. During his tenure in the Montana State Senate, Sena- 
tor Groff was chairman of the Horticulture Committee and chairman of 
the Banks and Banking Committee and was also a member of the com- 
mittees on Dairies, Insurance, Irrigation and Water Rights; and 


WHEREAS, Senator H. Clay Groff was united in marriage on the 31st 
day of December, 1902 to the former Julia V. Smith, who survives him.

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the Thirty-seventh Legislative Assembly record the passing 
of George F. Mundy, a distinguished and former member of this body, on 
the 24th day of January, 1960 at his home in Havre, Montana, at the age 
of 70 years. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records and 
accomplishments of the late Senator George F. Mundy be placed on record 
in this assembly, and the following facts relative to his life and career, are 
hereby noted: 


George F. Mundy was born on the 27th day of January, 1889, at Rolla, 
North Dakota. He moved to the Gildford area in 1910 and homesteaded 
fourteen miles from there. He built and operated the Gildford Rolling Mill 
from 1915 to 1948 when he closed the business. He also wrote insurance un- 
til his retirement in 1954. 


Senator George F. Mundy was united in marriage to the former Alice 
Berg at Havre, Montana on the 21st day of April, 1915. After his retire- 
ment he and his wife moved to Havre, Montana. She survives him. 


Senator George F. Mundy was a member of the Gildford school board, 
and the Kennedy Deaconess Hospital for many years. He was an active 
member of the Republican Party on the county and state levels. From 1935 
to 1937 he served as a member of the House of Representatives of Montana 
representing Hill County, and served as a Senator in the Montana State 
Senate in the legislative sessions of 1941, 1948, 1945 and 1947. During his 
legislative tenure in the Montana Senate he served as chairman of the 
Public Morals Committee, the Constitutional Amendments Committee, the 
Counties and Towns Committee, and the Finance and Claims Committee, 
and as vice chairman of the Counties and Towns Committee. 


Senator George F. Mundy was a member of the Gildford Lodge 114, 
A. F. and A. M. of which he was a past master, and of the Order of Odd 
Fellows of which he was Past Grand. He was a member of the Havre 
B.P.O. Elks No. 1201, the Havre Chapter No. 30, Order of Eastern Star, 
Rebeka Lodge at Gildford, Scottish Rites bodies, Algeria Shrine Temple 
and the North Central Montana Shrine Club. 


In addition to his wife, Senator Mundy is survived by one sister, Mrs. 
Jean Sundahl of Havre, Montana, and two brothers, Raymond Mundy, of 
Rolla, North Dakota, and Dewey Mundy of St. John, North Dakota.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
JOSEPH_N. NASS 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere sorrow and regret that the members of 
the Senate of theeState of Montana of the Thirty-seventh Legislative As- 
sembly do record the passing of the late and distinguished member of our 
body, Joseph N. Nass. 


It is fitting and proper that we as a body do mention his accomplish- 
ments and make a record thereof. 


Joseph N. Nass was born on the 9th of April, 1873, near Hartland, Min- 
nesota. He was married to Theresa Marie Mahler the 1st of April, 1913, 
in Des Moines, Iowa, who predeceased him. He passed from our earthly do- 
main on the 7th of October, 1960. 


Mr. Nass at the age of eleven left home to earn his own way in the 
world, first as an apprentice store clerk and soon after as a field farm 
implement trouble shooter. 


At the age of twenty-two he ventured with many others to the fabu- 
lous Alaska gold fields, and established and lost a fortune. He returned to 
the mainland of the United States in 1901 and spent a few years working 
with the railroads in the Spokane area. In 1907 he opened a dry goods 
store in Coeur d’Alene, Idaho. 


Although he was hampered, with only a few months of public school 
education, he educated himself in what we call the “three R’s” and became 
quite successful in his chosen field. In 1914 he moved to Libby, Montana, 
and five children were born into this family: John N. Nass, of Glasgow, 
Montana; Mrs. John F. Wall, of Glasgow, Montana; Mrs. Kenneth Miller, 
of Glasgow, Montana; Mrs. W. J. Chouinard, of Glasgow, Montana; and 
Joseph M. Nass, of Poplar, Montana, all of whom survive him. In 1930 Mr. 
Nass moved his family to Glasgow, Montana, and built the first tourist 
court in that part of the state. 


In 1932 he was elected to the Montana House of Representatives and 
served in the 1938 session and the special session of 1933. Valley County 
saw fit to elect him its Senator for the 1985 and 19387 sessions, in which 
he served with great distinction. In our war years he served in the 1943 
session of the House of Representatives. 


Although his private interests were many, his first love was his fam- 
ily, of whom three daughters and two sons survive him, and what he so 
often said, “This great State of Montana.” Although it was not his native 
state, he came so to love and work for Montana that it was part of his life. 


Senator Nass declined to run for any ofice after 1943 because he felt 
that in declining years others could more aptly serve. 
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He may be described as a giant among unobtrusive men, a man, with 
hundreds of others, to whom all we present Montanans owe a debt of 
gratitude for their foresight, sound judgment and unselfish service to the 
State of Montana.

WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records and 
accomplishments of the late Senator John Oliver be placed on record in this 
Assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby noted: 


Senator John Oliver was born September 22, 1871 at Neosho, Missouri. 
He was taken from Missouri to Sanoma County, California during infancy 
and was brought to Montana by his parents on April 15, 1880. The family 
settled in Madison County near Virginia yee in 1880 and homesteaded near 
Ennis, Montana. 


Senator John Oliver was educated in Montana. During his junior year 
at Montana Wesleyan University, he obtained a teacher’s license. He was 
ordained a Methodist Minister in August 1898, at Anaconda, Montana. His 
first pastorate was at Ekalaka, Montana and he served in the communities 
of Park City, Forsyth and Inston. 


In 1904, after the death of his first wife, Senator Oliver was united in 
marriage to the former Marie Foster, and the following survivors of that 
marriage are: Gordon R. Oliver, of Walla Walla, Washington, Jerome N. 
Oliver, of Miles City, Montana, Mrs. Dave Jones of Billings, Montana, Mrs. 
Janice Gardner of Salem, Oregon and Foster L. Oliver of Billings, Montana. 
Other surviving children are Mrs. Howard L. Tenney of Visalia, California 
and Lowell J. Oliver of Sonoma, California. In 1927 Senator Oliver was 
married to Amy Rockfort, who survives him at Ekalaka, Montana. 


Senator. Oliver was active in the organization of the former Ekalaka 
Commercial State Bank, and served as cashier until he sold his holdings in 
the institution in 1915. He also engaged in ranching and continued his work 
in the ministry. He became known as the father of the County of Carter, 
Montana. He was an active member of the Methodist Church and the 
Masonic Lodge. 


Senator Oliver began his Legislative career by serving in the Legis- 
lature of Montana in the State Senate, representing Fallon County on the 
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Progressive Party ticket in 1915, and also in 1917 as a member of the Re- 
publican Party. He was a member of a Legislative Committee on Towns 
and Counties when Carter and Wheatland were created by the 15th General 
Assembly. He represented Carter County in the Montana State Senate in 
the Legislative Sessions of 1928, 1925, 1935 and 1987. He was in the House 
of Representatives of the State of Montana in the sessions of 1941, 19438, 
1945, 1947 and 1949. During his legislative tenure, Senator Oliver served 
as Chairman of the Workmen’s Compensation Committee, the Enrolled 
Bills Committee, the Constitutional Amendments Committee, and the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections: He was a life long Republican, and at 
one time was mentioned as a possible candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion to the United States Senate. 


During his long tenure in the Senate and the House of Representatives, 
Senator Oliver authored many needed legislative measures which were suc- 
cessfully passed and approved, and which greatly benefited the people of 
the State of Montana and Carter County. 


Senator Oliver had many fine qualities. He was kind, generous and 
always helpful to others. His judgment was often sought, and he did by 
his own individual efforts, bring about the development of Montana, where 
for over seventy-eight years he made his home.

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of the 
Senate of the Thirty-seventh Legislative Assembly record the passing of 
John E. Foster, a distinguished and former member of this body, on the 
7th day of August, 1959, at Harlowton, Montana, at the age of eighty-one 
years. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records and 
accomplishments of the late Senator John E. Foster be placed on record 
in ee Assembly, and the following facts relative to his career are hereby 
noted: 


_ Senator John E. Foster was born on the 20th day of March, 1878, at 
Prineville, Oregon, the son of Jasper Foster and Elmira (Robinette) Foster. 
He came to Montana in 1897, and had been a Harlowton resident since 
1955. He developed extensive ranch holdings in the Harlowton area, and

Senator John E. Foster was united in marriage to the former Mary B. 
Davis in July, 1906, who survives him. There was born of this marriage, a 
daughter, Jeanette Taylor of Martinez, California, and a son, John Howard 
Foster of Helena, Montana, both of whom survive him. Other survivors 
include several grandchildren. 


Senator John E. Foster was a former chairman of the Montana State 
Highway Commission and during his time on the Commission, the high- 
ways to Big Timber and Judith Gap, including the overpass, were built. He 
served on the State Highway Commission from 1945 to 1953 for a period 
of eight years. He was President of the Continental National Bank of Har- 
lowton since 1950. He was a past President of the Montana Woolgrowers 
Association, and served the association from 1923 to 1929. 


Senator John E. Foster was an active member of the Republican Party 
and served in the high councils of that party as chairman of the County 
Central Committee and as State Committeeman. He was very much in the 
forefront of the Bull Moose movement, backing Theodore Roosevelt for the 
Presidency in 1912. 


Senator John E. Foster served in the Senate of the State of Montana, 
representing Wheatland County in the legislative sessions of 1919 and 1921. 


Senator John E. Foster was a Past Noble Grand of Carbonate Lodge 
Thirty-nine, of the Odd Fellows and a member for over fifty-one years. He 
was a member of the Baptist Church of Harlowton, Montana. He was con- 
sidered an influential man throughout the community where he lived, and 
his views were respected by all. 


As an outstanding citizen of the State of Montana for over half a cen- 
tury, he did much to bring about the development of Montana. He was 
elevated to the high positions he held because people respected his judg- 
ment and decisions.

EDMUND G. TOOMEY 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-seventh Legislative As- 
sembly record with honor, the death of Edmund G. Toomey, a distinguished 
and former member of this body on the 7th day of September, 1960, at the 
age of sixty-seven years, at his law offices in Helena, Montana; and 


WHEREAS, it is deeply fitting, proper and just, that the high, un- 
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excelled records and achievements of the late Senator Edmund G. Toomey 
be filed on the official records of this assembly, and the following facts 
relative to his career are hereby noted; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Edmund G. Toomey was born on the 13th day of 
September, 1892, at a place called “The Village on the Trail to Bear” at 
Deer Lodge, Montana, the son of Humphrey Joseph and Mary Galbraith 
Toomey; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Edmund G. Toomey was educated at the public 
schools of Deer Lodge, Montana and Pomona, California. He graduated 
from Powell County High School at Deer Lodge, Montana, and entered the 
University of Wisconsin, and took a combined course in history and politi- 
cal science in the College of Letters and Sciences, and while in his sopho- 
more year he received sophomore honors. In 1916, he graduated from the 
University of Wisconsin Law School as valedictorian of his class. In June, 
1941 he attended the 25th reunion of the class of 1916 and was speaker at 
the alumni luncheon. During his speech at the class reunion he took issue 
with the pacifist elements in the University, and asserted that “the long 
armistice has ended” and pointed out the certainty of war which followed 
in December, 1941; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Edmund G. Toomey was united in marriage, to 
the former Ruth March Egge on the 29th day of June, 1925 at the Episcopal 
Cathedral of St. John, the Divine in New York City, New York. There was 
born of this union one son, Bruce Toomey of Diablo, California. Both his 
widow and his son survive him. Other survivors include a brother Hum- 
phrey Toomey of Rio De Janeiro, of South America and three grandchildren, 
Darcy Toomey, Edmund Galbraith Toomey, II, and Stuart Fraser Toomey. 
Senator Edmund G. Toomey was preceded in death by his parents and a 
sister; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Edmund G. Toomey was a lawyer by profession. 
He was admitted to the Supreme Court of Wisconsin, the Supreme Court 
of Montana, the Supreme Court of the United States and all of the federal 
courts. He was admitted to the bar of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, the bar of the Interstate Commerce Commission, the bar of the 
United States Board of Tax Appeals. He tried many cases involving pub- 
lic and constitutional law in the Montana courts. One of his most recent 
cases involving constitutional law was decided by the Montana State Su- 
preme Court unfavorably against him, in the case of the State of Montana, 
Plaintiff versus Edmund G. Toomey, Defendant. It was in that case that 
Senator Toomey contended that the income tax law of Montana was un- 
constitutional in that it violated certain provisions of the United States 
Constitution and that of Montana. 


Senator Edmund G. Toomey was a member of the Lewis and Clark 
County Bar Association, the American Bar Association, the Montana Bar 
Association, and the Wisconsin Chapter of the Order of the Coif which is 
the ancient law fraternity recognizing excellence in law scholarship; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Edmund G. Toomey was a life-long Republican. 
He served for more than twenty years as secretary-treasurer of the party, 
and served through four campaigns as county chairman of the Republican 
County Committee for Lewis and Clark County, Montana. He was the key- 
note speaker at four Republican State Conventions, two of them held in 
Helena, and one held in Great Falls, and one in Billings, Montana. In 1924, 
Senator Toomey was unsuccessful in his bid for the office of Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State of Montana in the Republican primary. In 1942 he was 
unsuccessful in his bid for congressman in the Western District in the 
Republican primary. He was elected to the Montana House of Representa- 
tives from Lewis and Clark County, Montana in the 24th Legislative As- 
sembly of 19385, the 25th Legislative Assembly of 1937, and in the 27th 
Legislative Assembly of 1941. In the 28th Legislative Assembly of 1943, 
he served as State Senator of Lewis and Clark, Montana; and 
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WHEREAS, Senator Edmund G. Toomey was counsel for the Montana 
Railroad and Public Service Commission from 1919 to 1927. In 1940 he was 
the civilian aide to the Secretary of War for Montana. From 1933 to 1935 
he was chairman of the N.R.A. Adjustment Board elected by both the Capi- 
tal and Labor groups. He was chairman of the Citizen Military Training 
Camps for ten years prior to World War II. He was chairman of the 
Lewis and Clark County War Bonds Committee in May, 1941 and during 
World War II; from 1919 to 1927 he was special counsel to Governors S. V. 
Stewart, Joseph M. Dixon, and John E. Erickson; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Edmund G. Toomey was appointed major to the 
Judge Advocate’s Department of the Montana Staff Corps in June, 1917. He 
resigned to enter the 8th Division of the United States Army as a private 
in the Infantry. He served with the 8th Division in Camp Fremont, Cali- 
fornia and overseas with the American Expeditionary Force in Siberia from 
1918 to 1919. He returned to Helena, Montana in October, 1919; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Edmund G. Toomey was a member of the Morn- 
ing Star Lodge No. 5 A.F. and A.M. of Helena, Montana, the Scottish Rite 
Bodies of Helena, Montana, the Helena Chapter No. 2 Royal Arch Masons, 
the Helena Commandery Knights Templar, the Josephine Hepner Chapter 
of the Order of the Eastern Star, the B.P.O.E. Lodge No. 193 of Helena, 
the Sigma Alpha Epsilon, the Phi Delta Phi, the Veterans of the A.E.F. of 
Siberia, the military order of the Loyal Legion of the United States, the 
Helena Chamber of Commerce, and the Montana Chamber of Commerce, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, Helena Post of American Legion and the Ro- 
tary; and 


WHEREAS, Senator Edmund G. Toomey became a Presbyterian on 
confession of faith in that church and upon his marriage converted to the 
Episcopal Church in the United States; and 


WHEREAS, neither time nor space permits us to relate fully the fine 
and unexcelled qualities and achievements of Senator Toomey. He was 
genial, generous, kind, devoted to his country and ever willing to be of 
help to others.

WHEREAS, Montana has the highest divorce rate of the four surround- 
ing states, except Wyoming, and 


WHEREAS, studies of marriage and divorce statistics in several Mon- 
tana counties indicate over half of divorcing couples were married in their 
teens, and a substantial number of teenage marriages ending in divorce 
took place the same day the marriage license was issued, and 


WHEREAS, of two-hundred-five boys at the State Industrial School, 
67% came from broken homes with a resulting cost of $420,000 per year to 
eare for these boys, and 


WHEREAS, of fifty-five girls at the State Vocational School, 72% 
came from broken homes with a resulting cost of approximately $165,000 
per year to care for these girls, and 


WHEREAS, there is a great and urgent need for legislation to correct 
the conditions which result in these tragic circumstances.

He shall have a salary to be fixed by 
law, one-half of which shall be paid by the state, and the other half by the 
county for which he is elected, and he shall perform such duties as may be 
required by law.” 


Section 8. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed upon an official ballot as provided 
by chapter 11 of title 23 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended, 
and there shall be printed on such ballot the title of this act and the 
following words:

A Resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana requesting the 
Governor of Montana to appoint a “Montana Territorial Centennial Com- 
mission”’. 


WHEREAS, on May 26, 1864, President Lincoln signed the congres- 
sional act creating the Montana Territory, and 


WHEREAS, in the year 1964, 100 years of territorial government and 
statehood will have elapsed, and 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that this notable centennial should 
be observed and celebrated in the year 1964. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the State 
of Montana: 


That the governor of Montana is requested to create and appoint a 
commission to be known as the “Montana Territorial Centennial Commis- 
sion” to consist of the President Pro Tem and Majority leader of the Senate,

A Resolution of the Senate of the State of Montana directing the Treas- 
urer of the State of Montana to disregard House Resolution No. 8 relating 
to the transfer of interest earned on moneys deposited in the war veterans’ 
compensation bond retirement funds and the veterans’ honorarium interest 
and sinking fund to the general fund. 


WHEREAS, House Resolution No. 8 recites that under the laws of 
Montana all interest earned on certain interest and sinking funds shall be 
credited to the general fund of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, House Resolution No. 8 directs the treasurer of the state 
of Montana to transfer moneys representing interest earned on the war 
veterans’ compensation bond retirement funds and the veterans’ honorarium 
interest and sinking fund to the general fund; and 
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WHEREAS, Chapter 193, Session Laws, 1951, as amended by Chapter 
123, Session Laws, 1953, as amended by Chapter 44, Session Laws, 1957 all 
specifically provide that the money arising from the sale of war veterans’ 
compensation bonds shall be deposited in the state treasury to the credit 
of a special fund to be known as the war veterans’ compensation fund; and 


WHEREAS, Section 79-304, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947 provides 
“Whenever there is any money in any sinking and interest fund for any 
state bonds or other obligations . . . which is not required for the immediate 
payment of principal or interest ..., the state depository board is directed 
and empowered to cause the same to be invested by the state board of land 
commissioners as part of the short term investment fund .. .”’; and 


WHEREAS, Section 79-1202, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947 provides 
“All securities purchased and all cash on hand for each fund shall be kept 
separate in the short term investment fund and all interest collected shall 
be credited to the fund for which the securities were purchased”; and 


WHEREAS, the constitution of the state of Montana provides for a bi- 
cameral legislative assembly consisting of a Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives and therefore a resolution of one house directing a state official 
to pursue a certain course of action is presumptuous and inconsistent with 
the bicameral system; and 


WHEREAS, a resolution of one body of the legislative assembly direct- 
ing a state official to pursue a course of action that is patently illegal is 
doubly presumptuous. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the State 
of Montana: 


That the state treasurer is directed to disregard in its entirety House 
Resolution No. 8. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the state treasurer is directed to 
follow existing statutes relating to the investment of the sinking and in- 
terest funds. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of the Senate be 
instructed to deliver copies of this resolution to the treasurer of the state 
of Montana and the Speaker of the House of Representatives.

In the event the enrollment of any unit of the University of Mon- 


tana falls below the predicted enrollment set forth in the schedule above, 
the appropriations for such unit for such year shall be reduced in an 
amount equal to the difference between the predicted enrollment and the 
actual enrollment multiplied by the cost basis per student for such unit 
and the amount so computed shall revert to the general fund. 


For the purpose of making the computation hereinabove provided, 
actual enrollment shall be defined to mean and does mean the number of 
students actually in attendance as of November 1st in the years 1961 and 
1962. The State Board of Education, ex-officio Regents of the University 
of Montana and State Controller shall enforce compliance with these 
provisions taking into account in each of the years 1961 and 1962 the ratio 
of part time students (those carrying less than seven credit hours) to 
full time students compared with such ratio as of November 1, 1960.”
